though the police, the bank officials and 
the Western Union telegraph officials are 
trying their level best to run Fox into his

Citizens National Bank, Decatur: 


If called upon honor sight draft Willard 


S. Fox, four hundred fifty.People's Bunk. 


The Citizens' bank does business with 


the People's bank at Bloomington and the 
telegram was not so unusual as to excite 
any suspicion. A few minutes after a 
man entered and presented this telegram 
fo Mr. Johnson: 


Hloomingtou, April 14. 


Willard S. Fox, Docatnr, 111. : 


Have advised Citizens' National to hon- 


or your draft on sight. 


F. I). Marquis, Cashier. 


Fox imagined that he would have no 


trouble in getting the money, hut said 
that he didn't want but $425. He could 
get along with that amount. 
Hut Mr. 


Johnson was not in u hurry to honor the 
draft. 
He desired to proceed slowly, and 


he had a talk with the stranger, which 
resulted in Mr. Johnson requiring Fox to 
get somebody in Decatur to identify him. 
Fox suggested that the telegrams lie 
had were sufficient, but 
Mr. Johnson 


insisted on the personal identification. 
Fox said he was stopping at the .St. Nich- 
olas, and possibly he could get Mr. Laux 
to identify him, or he might got V. H. 
Parke to do it, but lie didn't like to ask 
them. Then Mr. Johnson said he would 
send the draft by mail to the 3'eople's 
bank to learn if it was all right, and if a 
telegram came Wednesday morning to 
honor the draft Fox could call and get the 
money. Fox didn't like the delay, as he 
wanted the money then so that lie could 
finish his business in the city before night 
and get away. He didn't want to linger 
over night in the city. Hut Mr. Johnson 
held onto the draft and said he would 
have to send it to Bloomington first for 
verification before he would hand over the 
money. Then Fox went away, and that 
was the last seen of him. 


Early Wednesday morning Mr. Johnson 


got a message from the Bloomington 
bank stating tliut they did not know Fox 
and that he had no money in the bank, 
and further that they did not send any 
telegram such as given above. Then it 
was at once realized that the stranger 
was IL crook and a forger. But there was 


mystery about the telegrams which 


vorried the tank ollicias, and incidcntul- 
y yesterday afternoon Cashier Dawson 
called the attention of W. H. Davis, the 
uanager of the Western Union office, to 
the matter, desiring an explanation as to 
low forged telegrams could be made to go 
through in such a smooth manner. At 
first it was a poser for Davis. He got all 
the points, and then went to work, with 
the result that he discovered that the man 
Fox must have been a telegraph operator, 
who flxed up the scheme to beat the bonk, 
and then gained access to some telegraph 
offi ce where he sent the messages. And 
then all he had to do was to drop into the 
bank and pocket the money — but he 
didn't do it this time. 


The forged telegrams were all right 


on their face, even to the marks peculiar 
to each sending office, down to the signa- 
ture of the sender, which in this case was 
that of Morgan, the manager of the 
Bloomington office; but it was learned 
that the messages never passed through 
the Bloomington, 
office. 
Morgan and 


none of the office force there had sent 
them and there was no record In the 
office of any such messages having been 
filed for transmission. Fox had evidently 
posted himself as to the business rela- 
tions of the two banks. It is true that 
the Citizens' bank does all of its Bloom- 
ington 
business through the People's 


bank, and the receipts of the forged tele- 
gram did not excite any suspicion at the 
time. 
Very likely had the two words 


"waive identification" been included in 
the message the money would hiive been 
paid without any questioning. 


Manager Davis in the course of his in- 


vestigations last evening learned that a 
telegraph operator giving . his name as 
Cunningham had stepped into the office 
of the Illinois Central Railroad company 
at the depot Monday, stating that lie was 
an operator and knew people at Assump- 
tion. He came inside and went to one of 
tne instrmnents. He clicked the keys a 
short time, and then went out. The 
office operator did not pay any attention 
to what Cunningham was sending over 
the wires as he was busy with his work. 


Fox had registered at the St. Nicholas 


as "W. S. Fox, Peoria," Sir. Davis has 
secured the signature, and will wend It in 
to headquarters. He says the writing is 


A Lawyer Point* Out tU« Defects In th« 


Existing Law Governing Deque*!*. 
A well-known Bloomington lawyer 


talked to a Pantngraphcr regarding a de- 
fect in the common law which every tes- 
tator is interested in. He said: 


The next legislature of this state 


should abrogate by statute the ancient 
common-law'rule of property,' otherwise 
known by the legal profession as the rula 
in 'Shelley's ease.' This rule of the com- 
mon law, which is in force in this state, 
is ot general interest to almost every per- 
son .residing in the state, and notwith- 
standing bar associations have resolved 
over aud{over to use efforts for the annulimj 
of the law, and bills have been introduced 
in the legislature for a substitute for the 
law, which were killed, and the law still 
stands. 
This law has caused more litiga- 


tion in the legal construction of wills than 
any other legal proposition that has been 
submitted to our courts. 
A great many- 


states have modified this law by statute. 
The trouble with the rule in Shelley'B 
east; is that it defeats the intention of per- 
sons in drawing wills for the distribution 
of thiir property, ami if a pewon makes » 
will, that from its wording would come 
within the common law rule, the clear in- 
tention of the testator Is defeated and tho 
property will go into the hands of persons 
in fee- simple when the intention from/the- 
will may be olcarly set out In the will fthnt 
they property is only devised for life.; 


'' Tho only way property can now be de- 


vised by will in this state so a« to (ret rid 
of the rule is to devise to a trustee for the 
use of the person who has a life interest 
in the property entailed. Persons may 
say'Hire a lawyer.' All well and good. 
There arc cases pending in the courts of 
this county that lawyers of years of prac- 
tice drew; wills to evade the rule without 
naming a trustee, but the rule was held 
to apply. On the other hand many per- 
sons have their wills drawn by aa old 
friend of the family without any legal 
knowledge of the many rules of law and 
they are broken by dissatisfied legatees in 
often costly litigation to the heirs and 
very often absorbing the whole estate. 
There is no good reason why the ancient 
law should not be abrogated by our legis- 
lature ut its next session.1'

Sirs. Jessie Ben toil Fremont, in h« 


story of "The Guard," a body oi young 
men who followed "The Pathfinder" 
into the civil war and made a brilliani 
record for their courage and gallantry, 
tells a pathetic Etory of a dumb beasl 
who also was loyal and courageous: 


While the guard—a body of cavalry- 


was drilling one day near St Louis, e 
little fox-terrier followed one of. th« 
men, Heir \Visa, a Hungarian officer 
going with him. to camp.

though approached by a wide and hand- 
some staircase, such as would lead one 
to imagine that it communicated with 
apartments of some importance. Yet 
olie finds at the bottom nothing but 
broad passages disposed in the form 
Df a cross, and without any sign what- 


I ever ot door or window. 


A recent examination, however, of 


the solid walls gives experts reason to 
believe that the masonry is more recent 
than the rest of the structure in this, 
the oldest portion of the fortress pal- 
ace. M. Vaugneux, a well-known critic, 
believes that mauy of the bodies of 
victims killed in the revolution of 1830 
were immured here, and that the gov- 
ernment was afraid to reveal the facts 
when the remains of their comrades 
were collected beneath the Cokmne de 
Juillet. 


On the other hand, M. .Blondel, the 


architect of the building, and M. Nor 
mand, the secretary of the Society fov 
Protecting Parisian Monuments, hold 
the opinion that these subterranean 
passages led to the 
oubliettes into 


which1 Catherine de Medicis cast those 
who were unfortunate enough to incur 
her hate or fear. A judicious explora- 
tion would clear up the matter, and 
settle, too, several doubtful points PS 
to the foundations of Lescot's original 
citadel.

WINTER WHEAT. 


Condition of »h« Crop U Above the Ai 
ae« of Lsat Year. 


The April crop report of the Amerlr 


can Agriculturist, based on estimates 
of county correspondents, makes tho 
average condition of winter wheat 87.0 
against S5.3 last year and 87.4 in 1894. 
Averages in the principal states are: 


Pennsylvania, 89; Ohio, 73; Michigan, 


05; Indiana, 83; Elinois, SO; Missouri. 
85; Kansas, 91, and California, 90. 


The improvement since December 1 


amounts to two points. Drought, last 
fall, followed by good rains in Decem- 
ber, guve a strong,vigorous root growth, 
and except in Ohio and limited area? 
along- the Ohio river in-Kentucky, In- 
diana and Illinois the winter was fa- 
vorable and damage from freezing anil 
thawing small. .Growth is generally 
small, and superiioial observers, ignor- 
ing root strength and judging only 
from top growth, are apt to he misled in 
their conclusions. Everywhere except 
in Wisconsin the ground is thoroughly 
saturated with moisture, a condition in 
direct contrast with last year. Thi:i 
abundance of moisture compensates for 
the short growth and frees the crop 
from dependence upon spring rainfall. 
Prospect in Kansas especially promis- 
ing, with good stand, color and plenty 
of moisture. It is too early to forecast 
probable, results of the winter wheat 
crop, but. the situation is now decidedly 
more favorable, than last year, and un- 
less further development reveals dam- 
age not now apparent it seems reason- 
able to expect, a winter wheat crop of 
satisfactory proportions.

of the Late Thomas HugheA. 


It is pleusunlly rotalled thut Thomns 


Hughes, author of "Tom Brown at Hug- 
by" and other popular books, who I-L-- 
ccntly died, was the founder of our 
present great public Chicago library, 
which now occupies the largest and 
stateliest library building in the world, 
says the Chicago Interior. When the 
city was burnt in 1S71 and GreatBritain 
was helping America in the relief, Mr. 
Hughes bethoug-ht that Chicago was 
bookless as well as homeless. 
Mr. 


Hughes had been in the city the year 
before and had been very hospitably re- 
ceived. He was deeply touched by the 


reat calamity and at once set to work 


to supply Chicago with a library. Tho 
first consignment was of 3,530 volumes. 
contributed by himself and others at 
his solicitation. The whole amounted 
to near 7,000 volumes. The city coun- 
cil accepted and housed them, and thus 
the nucleus of the great library was es- 
tablished. This contribution continues 
to be the most valued part of the li- 
brary. It contains volumes bearing the 
autographs of the queen, of Beacons- 
field, many authors and other celebri- 
ties. 
There are 212 volumes of th? 


"Chronicles and Memorials," published 
from the original manuscripts by the 
"master of the rolls," which contain 
everything1 known of the early history 
of the British islands. The autograph 
and other specially valuable books sent 
by Mr. Hughes arc kept in glass cases, 
under key.

pany at Forest, Ccntralia, Colfax and 
possibly at Assumption. In 1887 Cue 
ninghum made application to the Waba°h 
in Decatur for a position. He did it in 
writing, and- the application was fished 
out today to make a comparison of the 
handwriting. 
It is quite similar in style. 


It is also learned that Cunningham has a 
wife at Assumption 
It is the theory ol 


Manager Davis that Cunningham sent 
the bogus telegrams through the Illinois 
Central telegraph office at the depot at a 
time when he knew the operator would 
be too busy to pay any attention to what 
he was sending. He could have done the 
sending from any point, and the messages 
would have gone through the up-town 
office of the Western Union without excit- 
ing any suspicion of crookedness.
